You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  House 
in  said  Campton  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
make  appropriation  for  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  qualify  for  state 
aid  for  highways  under  the  law  passed  at  the  January 
session  1905  with  amendments.  ^,  i      rsr> 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $gT2.00 
for  the  permanent  improvement  of  highways  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  where  same  shall  be  expended. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $2,400.00  for  trunk  line  maintenance. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $4,000.00  for  state  aid  maintenance. 

7.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  its  high- 
ways and  bridges. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  hire  money  to  defray  town  charges. 

9.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  Campton  cemetery,  also  to 
clean  up  and  fence  other  cemeteries  in  town. 

10.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

11.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Emily 
Balch  and  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Memorial  Hospital. 


12.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative 
to  building  a  bridge  at  Campton  Village  to  replace  the 
bridge  which  has  been  destroyed;  relative  to  state  aid 
therefor;  and  relative  to  raising  or  appropriating 
money  therefor. 

13.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  suppression  of  the 
Pine  Blister  Rust. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
suitable  tractor  and  snow  plow  for  road  work ;  to  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same  and  to  choose  or 
appoint  necessary  agents  or  committees. 

15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative 
to  securing  electric  lights  for  the  town  hall  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  reports 
of  Agents  and  Officers  heretofore  chosen. 

17.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Board: 

I  hereby  submit  for  your  consideration  my  eighth 
annual  report  of  the  Campton  schools. 

The  schools,  in  September,  opened  with  the  fol- 
lowing teachers :  Upper  Village — Stella  Tuttle,  a  teach- 
er of  considerable  experience;  Lower  Village — Helen 
Kemp,  a  graduate  of  the  Plymouth  Normal  School; 
Center — Marion  Dearborn,,  a  graduate  of  the  Plymouth 
Normal  School;  Beebe  River,  primary  room,  Mrs.  Mil- 
dred Simpson  Thompson,  and  grammar  room,  Bertha 
McAllister,  both  are  normal  graduates  and  teaching 
in  those  schools  for  the  second  year ;  Livermore  Falls — 
Alice  Allard,  who  is  the  same  teacher  as  last  year ;  and 
at  Blair,  Bog,  and  Branch  schools  cadet  teachers  from 
the  normal  school  are  employed. 

Pupils  as  a  whole,  in  the  various  schools,  seem  to 
be  making  satisfactory  progress.  Standard  tests  are 
to  be  given  again  soon  to  measure  progress  and 
efficiency.  Standardized  tests  are  more  or  less  an 
educational  yard  stick  used  to  check  up  the  work  to 
see  whether  or  not  the  pupils  are  advancing  as  fast 
as  they  should. 

The  school  census,  taken  last  September,  reported 
98  boys  and  77  girls  or  a  total  of  175  children  in  town 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen.  Of  those  re- 
ported, 139  were  registered  as  members  of  our  local 
schools,  18  attending  high  school  and  3  elementary 
schools  outside  of  the  district,  or  a  total  of  160  re- 
ported in  school  and  18  were  reported  not  in  school; 
viz.,  15  between  5-8;  two  between  8-14  and  one  be- 
tween 14-16,  in  other  words,  all  the  children  were  ac- 
counted for  and  comply  with  the  attendance  laws. 

The  medical  examination  was  made  by  Ethel  F. 
Sawyer,  R.  N.  of  Lincoln.  The  examination  is  of  but 
little  value  unless  the  parents  endeavor  to  have  the 
defect    reported    corrected.        Many    defective    teeth 
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were  reported.  Those  should  be  treated  because  the 
poison  from  decaying  teeth  gets  into  the  system  and 
may  cause  ill  health  and  much  suffering.  Tonsils  and 
adenoids  should  receive  attention  also.  "An  ounce  of 
prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure". 

The  school  registers  showed  the  following  nine 
pupils  with  a  perfect  record  for  the  year:  Clifton  Moul- 
ton,  Fred  Moulton,  Louise  Moulton,  Mildred  Moulton, 
George  Estabrook,  Edward  Pettengill,  Mila  Maggi, 
Edward  Palmer,  and  Adriel  Palmer.  Of  the  pupils 
attending  school  41  were  between  5  and  8,  94 
between  8  and  14,  and  14  between  14  and  16.  The 
per  cent  of  attendance  was  94.61  a  little  better  than 
the  previous  year  with  94.08.  There  were  recorded 
249  tardy  marks  which  is  45  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  I  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  raise  the  attend- 
ance a  little  and  reduce  the  tardy  marks  at  least  50 
per  cent. 

There  were  8  non  resident  pupils  attending  our 
schools  from  outside  of  the  district  and  35  resident 
pupils  were  attending  high  schools. 

The  school  board  members  made  17  visits  to  the 
schools,  citizens  378  and  the  superintendent  252.  The 
school  board  held  seven  meetings  during  the  year. 

The  family  from  the  east  part  of  the  town  moved 
last  December  so  the  transportation  route  to  the  Cen- 
ter school  was  discontinued  after  the  Christmas  recess. 
The  other  transportation  routes  are  from  Hildreth 
Hill  to  the  Branch  and  from  Beech  Hill  to  Plymouth. 

May  we  all  unite  in  an  effort  to  make  the  Campton 
schools  equal  in  efficiency  to  those  of  any  other  district 
in  the  State.
